LITTLE ROCK, Ark. (AP) - 


Gov. Winthrop Rockefeller, say- 
ing he hoped other governors 
would follow his example, has 
commuted to life the sentences 
of all 15 men on death row in 
Arkansas. The prisoners were 
jubilant, but some state officials 
were sharply critical of the ac- 
tion. 


Rockefeller, 58, said his only 


reason for granting the commu- 
tations-Tuesday was that he was 
unalterably 
opposed 
to 
the 


death penalty and hoped to 
"hasten the elimination of bar-. 


MADHID ( A P ) - Gen. Fran- 


cisco Franco commuted the 
death sentences of six Basque 
extremists tonight 


The 78-year-old chief of state

6% More for 
Medicare 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


aged must pay 6 per cent more 
for supplemental medicare ben- 
efits next July 1 largely because 
of rising doctor charges, the De- 
partment of Health, Education 
and Welfare announced today. 


The current $5.30 a month 


premium will increase to $5.60 a 
month for the 19.5 million medi- 
care subscribers. This is far 
less than the $1.30, or 32 per 
cent, increase announced last 
December for the current fiscal 
year. 


Most of the latest increase 


was attributed to the expected 
6.7 per cent jump in the amount 
of doctors' fees covered by med- 
icare and to an estimated 2 per 
cent rise in the use of physi- 
cians' services. 


HEW said an estimated 15 per 


cent increase in the cost and 
utilization of such institutional 
services as hospital outpatient 
clinics will account for the re- 
mainder of the premium rise.

paving districts to distribute the 
cost among property owners. 
The projects include three blocks 
of South Edgewood, on which the 
property owners also paid for the 
cost of curb and gutter. Three 
other improvement districts 
were formed in the Oaklawn 
area, which included North Bell, 
Berry Street, and a section of 
North Walker. 
In addition to 


this, two federally assisted street 
projects were completed by 
contract. 
One of these was 


building a new paved road from 
the intersection of South Main 
and 23rd Streets to the L&A 
Railroad. This is to serve in- 
dustries located in that area. 
The other was an extension of 
streets in the West Industrial site 
to further prepare the site for 
industrial development. 


In addition to this, the Street 


Department resurfaced several 
miles of old blacktop streets. 
The new Drott 
Excavating 


Machine was used to clean and 
shape an estimated three miles 
of drainage ditches. Due to the 
exceptionally good fall weather, 
the street department stayed 
busy on maintenance 
work 


almost full time until December 
15. 


Altogether, city improvement 


projects totaled close to one 
million dollars. The largest part 
of this was 
in the $750,000 


federally assisted project for 
water, sewer, and roads to serve 
existing industry and provide for 
additional industrial growth. 
The federal grant obtained for 
this project amounted to 60 
percent of the total cost.

stalled under this project. Hope 
now has 12" water mains ex- 
tending to the city limits on all 
four sides of the city. 


Also, the 12" water main ex-

the airport. 
This line provides 


water service to the new Mobile 
Home Factory, to industry 
located in the Proving Ground 
area and a supply for future 
industrial development of this 
area. The city anticipates large 
industrial growth in this area. 
Presently under construction is a 
poultry processing plant and one

anywhere in the south. The City 
of Hope has granted an option to 


The 12" water line into the 


Proving Ground area also serves 
another purpose. 
Under the 


federally assisted project a new 
well field is being developed in 
this area which will not only 
serve industry, but will sup- 
plement the city's water supply. 
The project includes five wells, 
estimated to produce one and 
one-half million gallons per day. 
Two of the wells have been 
completed and the casting has 
been set on a third. The wells are 
producing more water than was 
anticipated 
and 
the 
three 


completed wells will produce one 
and one-half million gallons per 
day. This is equal to the total 
present production of the city's 
water system. 
The additional 


two wells are 
estimated to 


produce another million gallons 
per day. This will increase the 
city water supply almost three 
times. 
The new well field is 


tapping an underground supply 
at a depth of 1200 feet, which is 
not being used anywhere else in 
this area. 
Engineers estimate 


that by spreading the well field 
this can supply several million 
more gallons per day. 


The Hope electric system has 


built over 10 miles of new, 3 
phase, 13,800 volt lines. Most all 
of the new lines have been built 
to serve loads that represent 
growth of the poultry industry in 
this area. 
A part of the new 


system is a line to serve the new 
feed mill located north of the 
airport which will have almost 
3,000 H.P. of electrical load. The 
electric department has installed 
3,080 KVA of new transformers. 
As a comparison, this is more 
than half the total capacity of the 
old generating station which was 
put on standby in 1958. In ad- 
dition to this, they have installed 
363 new poles and have made 77 
installations of Mercury Vapor 
Nile-lights. Fifteen new street 
lights were added to the street 
lighting system. Additions to the 
electric 
system amount to 


$150,000. 


The

provements to the City's utility 
system puts Hope in an excellent 
position for industrial expansion. 
The systems are in position to 
serve industries of almost any 
size, anywhere

Demoted FDA 
Scientist 
Case Reopened 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


government has agreed under 
pressure to reopen the case of a 
Food and Drug Administration 
scientist who was demoted and 
allegedly harassed after accus- 
ing superiors of burying adverse 
findings on food chemicals. 


At the insistence of Sen. War- 


ren G. Magnuson, D-Wash., El- 
liot L. Richardson, secretary of 
health, education and welfare, 
has agreed to investigate wheth- 
er the FDA ignores advice of its 
own scientists and manipulates 
laboratory data to hide dangers 
of some food additives and pes- 
ticides. 


Magnuson, chairman of the 


Senate appropriations subcom- 
mittee that oversees the HEW 
budget, demanded the probe in 
a Dec. 22 letter to Richardson. 


He referred to two FDA pa- 


thologists whose charges of ad- 
ministrative 
mismanagement 


were disclosed by The Associat- 
ed Press. The two recently ac- 
cepted transfers to the new En- 
vironmental Protection Agency. 


One of the scientists, Dr. How- 


ard L. Richardson—no relation 
to the HEW secretary—was re-

Those who knit and cro- 
chet usually turn out an af- 
ghan during the winter; we 
who enjoy sewing can turn 
our talents to making a q,uilt. 


Though quilt-making is a 


very old-fashioned art, it can 
be done on an up-to-the-min- 
ute sewing m a c h i n e . If 
you've never made a quilt 
before, the experts at Necchi 
Sewing Machines s u g g e s t 
you start with an appliqued 
baby quilt. It's easier to sew 
than a pieced quilt and eas- 
ier to handle than a full- 
sized one. 


The quilt s h o w n today 


m e a s u r e s a b o u t 34x44 
inches. Made from a trans- 
fer pattern, it features ador- 
able baby 
kittens, 
ducks, 


lambs and p u p p i e s , each 
with a tiny flower, dragon- 
fly or bit of grass to com- 
plete the picture. 


To make this quilt, you 


need only two yards of cot- 
ton broadloom for the lining 
and the squares, plus another 
IVa yards in a contrasting 
color for the border stripes. 
You may transfer the pat- 
tern directly onto the centers 
of the 9x9-inch squares and 
hand-embroider the designs, 
or you may transfer the de- 
signs onto contrasting ma- 
terial and machine-applique 
them in place. 


To do machine applique, 


cut out figures, leaving fl- 
inch seam a l l o w a n c e all 
around. Back with layer of 
Pellon. Baste in place along 
stitch and work around out- 
line. P will be easiest if you 
outline all your figures first, 
working on their individual 
squares with your white (or 
basic color) thread. Then re-

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DAKKULL KOYAL AND HIS L()\(ilIORNS: "Football players don't want to be treated like everyone else." 


By MURRAY OLDERMAN 


NEW YORK—(NEA)—To Darrell Royal, the game of 


football is one of the last bastions of authority and disci- 
pline in America—"where a boy makes sacrifices for the 
good of the team." 


The credentials of Darrell Royal as a football coach are 


impeccable—Coach of the Decade 11960s), Coach of the 
Year (1970), a national championship team at Texas, un- 
defeated in its last 30 games, lie has never had a losing 
season. His career in handling men goes back to 1950, 
when he was graduated from Oklahoma as an Ail-Ameri- 
can quarterback. 


And still he's only 46 years old, with no gray in his 


trimly cut brown hair, sideburns above the lobe, no sag 
in his chin, and still with the boyish smile. He's a natural 
image. A disarming evangelist. 


"When I got into coaching," he says, "it was a selfish 


thing. It was fun for me; it was what I wanted to do. I'd 
heard all about the good athletics did for people, but 
frankly I wasn't in it for that reason. The last five to 10 
years I've begun to see that it does have a place." 


A specific one in his mind—Texas. 
"Our campus," he says, "needs something like this. We 


gel 29.000 students out "to our games and turn 'em loose 
to hoot and holler and be for something instead of against 
it. At the pep rally before the Arkansas game (last in 
Texas' undefeated season), we had 37,000 people." 


And yet he's not blind to the charges of hypocrisy, the 


criticism of commercialism, the repression of the individ- 
ual. He simply argues against them. 


"The football player doesn't want to be treated like 


everyone else," he says. "If he did, you could give him 
a nice sport coal at the end of the season. He doesn't want, 
it. He wants that letter sweater. For him, it's a badge of 
honor. He likes his picture in the paper and the TV tube; 
he likes the people in the stands and to be recognized on 
campus. 


"I don't think we're mistreating or abusing our boys. 


They love those national championship rings. They put 
it out there where you can see it. They ought to be proud 
of it. They put a lot of work into it." 
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Hangers Are

NEW YORK (AP) — The Na-

point ahead of idle Boston. The 
Bruins have played two fewer 
games. 


And if someone doesn't buy the kind of work Royal 


prescribes for winning football games, he says no one's 
forcing him to be a part of it. 


"It's fine to 'do your own thing,' " he muses, "but I 


can't get by on thai because in this game you got to win. 
You've got to give up individuality to be in big-time foot- 
ball. Listen, people wouldn't run into each other except 
for the glamor and the attention. You'd have 'em playing 
touch football instead. 


"A guy could be a tremendous coach and have a good 


staff and be a good guy and let everyone do his own thing. 
But he'd wind up with intramural football. At Texas, 
we've got both programs." 


And Royal is unmistakably the boss of his. 
"I talked to a professor on our campus the other day," 


continues Royal, "and he said, 'You want more power 
than I've got.'' I told him, 'There's no other faculty mem- 
ber checking to see that his boys are in bed so they can 
get enough rest to function well in class. There's no one 
else conducting his exams before 65,000 people.' 


"Here's the whole trick to coaching. You can't take 


the controls and force people to do things. You make 
them want to do it because they want to win. One guy has 
to call the shots for them. They've got to be trained and 
drilled in such a way that when an order is called, they 
will respond. I don't have time for a staff meeting to 
make a decision on the sidelines. I've got one minute to 
decide what we're going to do." 


The Texas response to his leadership is in the record 


book. But that doesn't make Darrell relax his grip. 


"If it ever gets to the point where I don't have the con- 


trols," he says firmly, "that's when I'm getting out." 


Then he could run for governor. 


NEW YORK—(NEA)—The hypocrisy of man bothers

of the game, college football, in which he makes his liv- 
ing. 
He has already resolved the conflict of impurities 


and sport—"football is the last bastion of traditional 
American values." But he wonders about himself in the 
new climate of social values.

Darrell about football and racial attitudes there. In the 
process, the writer came away quoting parrel! in precise 
four-letter words. A shudder ran'through'the Bible belt.

"But you know," he says, "I guess that's me being a 


hypocrite. He didn't misquote me. That's the way I am, 
really.

The people 
were sitting around drinking and talking, and Dan his 
two little children right in there with them. They weren't 
saying anything; they were listening, taking it all in. And 
nobody was holding anything back. You know, men's talk

dered about it. Most of the time like that you send kids 
to their rooms.

Dear Dr. Lamb—My niece 


has Bell's palsy. One side of 
her face is paralyzed. Can 
you tell me what the causes, 
symptoms and cures are? 


Dear Reader—Bell's palsy 


causes p a r a l y s i s of the 
muscles to one side of the 
face. This results in muscles 
at the angle of the mouth 
being drawn back on one 
side. Generally speaking, 
one side of the face droops 
from paralysis and the other 
side contracts. There may 
be difficulty in closing one 
eye and the sense of taste 
over part of the tongue may 
be lost or diminished. The 
onset of the problem is usu- 
ally abrupt. 


The muscle paralysis is 


caused 
by failure of the 


nerve to the facial muscles 
to function normally. Actu- 
ally, there are two nerves, 
one to each side of the face, 
and one of the pair is af- 
fected and the other not. 
We really don't know what 
h a p p e n s to the n e r v e , 
whether it is a type of virus 
infection or a localized al- 
lergic response. The nerve 
does become swollen and in 
a few cases is so badly dam- 
aged that it has to regener- 
ate before normal function 
of the muscles is restored. 


In most cases recovery 


begins within a week and 
three-fourths of the patients 
are fully recovered in a few 
weeks. Rarely does damage 
remain. 


Many 
treatment?, h a v e 


been tried w i t h o u t much 
success. Adrenal 
hormone 


may have shortened the ill- 
ness in some patients. Sur- 
gery to relieve pressure on 
the swollen nerve has been 
advocated but recent studies 
suggest that untreated pa- 
tients do about as well in 
their early illness as treated 
patients. If recovery is pro- 
longed then surgery is some- 
times helpful in 
relieving 


any pressure on the nerve 
c a u s e d by swelling and 
speeds nerve regeneration.

Dear Dr. Lamb—I have 


heard that new enzyme de- 
tergents are dangerous. Do 
they c a u s e your skin to 
break out and is there any 
real danger in using them? 


Dear Reader—They may 


indeed be harmful. They can 
cause a skin rash in sensi- 
tive persons. Some animals 
exposed to detergents have 
died suddenly after inhaling 
the enzyme and others have 
had lung disease. Asthma 
and o t h e r lung problems 
were reported in workers in 
detergent plants in Europe. 


The Federal Trade Com- 


mission has reopened 
the 


study on enzyme detergents. 
It isn't clear as yet if the 
amount you might get by 
using detergents around the 
house would have the same 
effects as reported in ani- 
mals. The animals got far 
bigger doses than you might 
expect in normal use. The 
same might be said about 
the lung problems seen in 
factory workers. 


It probably doesn't 
take 


much enzyme detergent to 
cause a skin rash in people 
sensitive to it.

Complains 
Manson 1$ 
Being Lynched

LOS 
ANGELES ( A P ) - 


Charles Manson's attorney has 
told the jury in the Sharon Tate 
murder trial "This case is a 
lynching. They are trying to 
lynch Mr. Manson." 


Thus, Irving Kanarek began 


his final summation Tuesday, 
saying that the hippie-style clan 
leader had been a victim of pre- 
judicial pre-trial publicity creat- 
ed while he "has been sitting in 
a dungeon." 


Kanarek was the third de- 


fense attorney to speak during 
the day's court session. 


Earlier, chief defense counsel 


Paul Fitzgerald finished a day 
and half of argument attacking 
state's 
evidence against 
his 


client Patricia Krenwinkel and 
her codefendants. 


Manson

women are charged with mur- 
der-conspiracy in the August 
1969 slayings of Miss Tate and 
six others. 


The second attorney to speak, 


Daye Shinn, representing Susan 
Atkins, 22, spoke for an hour. 
His main point was that the key 
witnesses against Miss Atkins 
were two women ex-felons who 
told

confessions by her. 


"All you had to say was that 


you wanted to testify in the Tate 
case and they let you out of 
jail," he said. 


Fitzgerald, in the second day 


of his presentation, zeroed in on 
two key points in the case 
against the 22-year-old 
Miss 


Krenwinkel—a fingerprint found 
at the Tate house and testimony 
for the state by a 17-year-old 
girl ex-member 
of Manson's 


"family." 


"A fingerprint is just circum- 


stantial evidence," said Fitzger- 
ald. He said the print, identified 
as Miss Krenwinkel's, could 
have been made prior to the 
night of the killings. 


Young hippie types frequently 


attended parties at the actress' 
home, said Fitzgerald, declar- 
ing "It is entirely reasonable 
that Patricia Krenwinkel was at 
that house as an invited guest or 
a friend." 


The attorney noted that 25 un- 


identified 
fingerprints

long to the real killers.

the testimony of Dianne Lake, 
who testified for the prosecution 
that Miss Krenwinkel told her 
she had dragged Abigail Folger, 
one of the victims, from a bed- 
room to the living room of the 
Tate house.

Can Trade 
Food Stamp* 
for Cash

WASHINGTON l A P ) - Con- 


gress has insisted all along that 
the nation's food stamp pro- 
gram prevents recipients from 
spending the coupons on such 
goods as liquor, cigarettes, soap 
and toilet paper. 


Now, under a new Agriculture 


Department policy, if a stamp 
user moves briskly enough he 
might be able to collect enough 
cash 
in 
change 
from 
food 


stamps to pay for a cup of New 
Year's cheer. 


Or possibly a bar of soap. 
Effective today, the depart- 


ment said, grocers will be per- 
mitted to pay up to 49 cents 
cash as change from food stamp 
sales. This rule will apply to 
each coupon transaction. 


Until now, change for stamps 


amounting to less than 50 cents 
had to be in the form of credit 
slips issued the customer by the 
store. These could be traded lat- 
er only at the same store and 
for 
approved 
items 
on 
the 


stamp list. 


But now, with customers able 


to get up to 49 cents cash each 
time they spend food stamps, 
there are no restrictions on 
spending the change they col- 
lect. 


Another new rule will allow 


food stamps to be used for bot- 
tle or other container deposits 
on eligible items. Previously, a 
customer could buy a bottle of 
milk with stamps but had to pay 
cash for the deposit. 


Department officials said the 


rule changes were requested by 
food stamp 
users—totaling 9 


million persons—and by retail 
grocers. They are aimed at 
speeding up food stamp transac- 
tions, the department said. 


Food stamps are sold to eligi- 


ble low-income people and in- 
clude bonus coupons so that 
their buying power at grocery 
stores is increased. 


Nationally, the average food 


stamp recipient spends about $4 
on stamps which buy $10 worth 
of groceries.

Man's Friend 
Public Health 
Nusiance

CHICAGO (AP) — Man's best 


friend 
is becoming a public 


health nuisance. 


That's the conclusion of a Bal- 


timore researcher who has been 
studying the habits of Old Rover 
and his canine pals. 


The 
researcher, 
Alan 
M. 


Beck, prepared a report on his 


findings for today's program at 
the annual meeting of the Amer- 
ican Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science. 


Beck, a graduate student in 


the Johns Hopkins University 
school of hygiene and public 
health, elaborated on his study 
in an interview, in which he 
pointed out that the dog popula- 
tion in the United States is 
growing faster than the human 
population. 


It is estimated, Beck said, 


that there are 611,000 dog bites 
a year in the United States. 
While the danger of rabies in 
this country is not great at 
present, the bites are painful 
and children particularly can be 
badly hurt, he said. 


As American cities spread, 


the danger of rabies increases, 
Beck said, because foxes and 
other animals which carry the 
disease live in the nearby wood- 
ed areas. 


In the Baltimore area, for ex- 


ample, there have been three 
recent attacks by packs of dogs, 
he said. In one, 49 animals were 
killed in the zoo and the two 
others involved serious injury to 
young children. 


Plan Devised 
to Sell Rare 
Silver Dollars

WASHINGTON (AP) - A rid- 


er on a bank regulatory 
bill 


could spur a silver dollar rush 
by collectors for at least $90 
million in uncirculated cart- 
wheels. 


About 2.8 million of these 


rare-date coins 
left 
in U.S. 


vaults since they emerged from 
the Carson City, Nev., mint in 
the 19th Century—would be sold 
under a plan approved by the 
Coinage Commission 
in May 


1969. 


Now, as partof one-bank hold- 


ing 
company 
legislation 
on 


President Nixon's desk, Con- 
gress has authorized transfer of 
the silver dollars—some of them 
still in original mint bags—from 
the Treasury to the General 
Services Administration for auc- 
tion. Proceeds from the public 
sale will go to the Treasury. 


Officials at GSA, who never 


have handled this big a coin 
sale, are reluctant to say how 
much they expect to make on 
the deal—but they note these sil- 
ver dollars, minted from 1878 to 
1891, are conservatively valued 
by coin experts at more than $90 
million. 


GSA official Louis Brooks said 


the agency will set up a task 
force to settle on arrangements 
for the sale and seek $2 million 
to $3 million from Congress to 
pay for processing the anticipat- 
ed flood of orders. 


There will be a listing of the 


10 years represented in the Car- 
son City group—from 1878 to 
1885 inclusive, plus 1890 and 
1891—and a designated price for 
each. Buyers would be permit- 
ted to have just one coin from 
each year—with no one getting 
more than 10 coins. 


If there are more requests for 


a specific year than there are 
coins to go around, the dollars 
will go to the highest bidder. 


"These are 90 per cent silver 


and very valuable. The base 
prices will be set in advance by 
the government and will bear 
some reasonable relation to 
market values—but there will 
be a-device under which people 
who order could, in effect, bid a 
higher price." 


The measure also authorizes a 


new dollar coin bearing a like- 
ness 
of 
the 
late 
President 


Dwight D. Eisenhower on one 
side—with the other side having 
a design emblematic of the 
symbolic eagle of Apollo 11 
landing on the moon. 


There would be 150 million 


dollars of 40 per cent silver—to 
be sold at a premium—with gen- 
eral circulation versions made 
of composition metal like the 
present quarter and dime. 


No silver dollars have been 


minted since 1935. Circulation 
was stopped in 1964 because the 
remaining 
ones weu worth 


much more than $1 as collectors 
items.

Roy Anderson's 
Classic Account of 
Case of the Shingles 


Not long after I left Hope 


(Aug.14) for eye and dental 
surgery at Sarasota, Fla., where 
two sisters and a brother live, 
our own Roy Anderson was taken 
to 
Hempstead 
Memorial 


Hospital here with a severe case 
of the shingles. 


On his bed of pain Roy recalled 


the tribulations of Job and his 
endless crop of boils, reread a 
couple of books in the Bible—and 
wrote two letters to me at 
Sarasota, which I regard as a 
classic account of the miseries of 
the shingles. Here are the let- 
ters—all of the Sept. 23rd, and 
most of the Sept. 13th: 


Hope, Ark. 
Sept. 13, 1970 
Dear Alex: Here it is Sunday 


and in the hospital (Hempstead 
Memorial, (Drs. Wright and 
Holt)-I had a bad night (at 
home) last Wednesday, and in 
getting up to shave and shower I 
happened to glance in the mirror 
and saw I was all broken out with 
red bumps and I looked like a 
spotted ape or a leopard. Mary 
Sue (his daughter) immediately 
called the Doc, who said come at 
once to the hospital. 


Arrived at hospital at 7:30 a.m. 


Thursday and here I have been 
ever since. They described it as 
the shingles and I am sure Dr. 
Yeager (ed's brother-in-law) 
knows what that is. 


If it's shingles they must be 


asbestos ones because it's a so 
tough. Blisters form and they 
burst, then it takes a lot of 
treatment to dry 
them up. 


Painful, but I know God never 
lets us have pain that he doesn't 
give us the strength to bear it.

Senate war critics held up a 


previous version of the defense 
spending bill because of a loop- 
hole in the ban on U.S. combat 
ground troops. 


They permitted action on the 


defense appropriation 
legisla- 


tion after receiving assurances 
it would not authorize a South 
Vietnamese invasion of North 
Vietnam to free U.S. prisoners. 


The three sections of the final 


package include: 


—The ban on U.S. combat 


ground troops in Laos and Thai- 
land, first passed in last year's 
defense money bill, renewed in 
the present legislation. 


—A comprehensive provision 


restricting U.S. ^activities _in 
Cambodia, including-a ban on 
ground combat troops and mili- 
tary advisers, a statement that 
U.S. aid does not mean a U.S. 
commitment to defend Cambo- 
dia, and a requirement for ad- 
vance notice to Congress of fu- 
ture aid transfers to Cambodia. 
This was passed in the aid bill 
authorizing the $255 million for 
Cambodia.
